Through the Bureau of Vital Sta- 
tistics of the Michigan Department. af 
Health we have secured a very ac- 
curate knowledge of the deaths o¢- 
curring in this district. It was at 
first attempted to obtain the -certi- 
ficates of births oni deaths direct 
from the local registrars.
